They Open the Eyes of Farmers to tho 
Possibilities of Their Land. 
The demonstration farm Is just as 
necessary to tile agriculturist oh are the 
open air encampment and the sham 
battle to the militiaman. The reading 
of military tactics can never teach a 
man cither to stand steady under tire 
or to capture au entrenched enemy. 
We know this because of tin* many 
Instances where even a brief visit made 
by some neighboring farmer to these 
gxperimental farms has utterly chang­ 
ed practices which have existed for 
generations, practices which during 
some seasons have proved fairly suc­ 
cessful and which have caused abso­ 
lute failure only at intervals. 
For example, shallow plowing got a 
black eye during the season of drought 
when the farmers noted tho result at 
the experimental stations of deep plow­ 
ing aided by frequent shallow cultiva­ 
tion. a method which kept corn green 
without wilt and produced a big crop 
of fully filled cars, to say nothing of 
keeping the potato plants green and 
healthy until a normal crop was ma­ 
tured. 
The early planting of such extremely 
hardy vegetables as carrots ami onions, 
which with them assures a good start 
because of the Invariably copious raip- 
fall of early spring, was only adopted 
when dry weather set in earlier than 
usual, and we by this method find as­ 
sured ourselves a crop. 
In like man­ 
ner the spraying of fruit trees annual­ 
ly, systematically and thoroughly was 
only brought about in the neighbor­ 
hood by the extremely healthy appear­ 
ance of the small demonstration or­ 
chards at tho experimental stations, 
the farmers saying little, but being 
quick to note the dark green of the 
foliage and the handsome apparance 
and juiciness of tin4 highly flavored 
fruit.- IL B. Fullerton In Craftsman.

Hut in all the directories pub 
iished during McKinley’s six terms 
as a member of the house of represen­ 
tatives the date is given as Feb. 2d, 
1844 
Tile first sketch of Mr McKinley’s 
life which appears in the directory 
issued at the beginning of the first 
session of th** Forty fifth congress Mr 
McKinley wrote himself. There ai** two 
or three editions of the directory c a rt 
session, and before ea< h edition wa- 
printed a proof of this sketch was sent 
to him for revision 
He must have 
seeo it dozens of times after he origi­ 
nally wrote it, and a man is usually 
supposed to know th** date of his own 
birth, but there was never a s u g g e s 
tion that the date was wrung. 
The 
name <an be said, however, of the 
date of Jan 29 published in th*- direr- 
tori«-s during Mr. McKinley'a term a.-* 
president.

At the ex|!crlment station of the 
Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechani­ 
cal college, Stillwater. Okla., an inter­ 
esting experim ent in sheep breeding la 
being conducted under the su)>ervislon 
of Professor IJnklater. 
Three (locka, 
consisting of fifty Dorset*, twenty-five 
Shropshire* and twenty-five Delaine- 
Merinos respectively headed by highly 
bred rams, have I a* en purchased for 
the purpose of interbreeding and the 


eventual selection of a type that win 
more effectually meet tin* needs of 
southwestern sheep breeders. 
As the Dorset is preem inently a 
mutton sheep and noted for prolificacy 
and fall dropping of lambs, it is hoped 
that a cross with the other two strains 
will produce a breed that combines a 
good quality of wool and the confor­ 
mation for mutton purposes; also the 
dropping of full lambs to tilt the early
